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T he subtle control exercised by 
women over the affairs of 
men has always possessed a peculiar 
fascination for Shaw. He delights 
in it just because it is the great 
leality of life which both men and 
women have agreed to overlay with 
a romantic untruth. Shaw spares 
no pains to show in essay and 
drama that the feminine side of 
humanity is not only the conserving 
force, but also the ruling force. 
Sometimes he exhibits the fact as 
a menace, sometimes as a saving 
grace but invariably he laughs. 

In tlie Itttle dramatic study 
OvuimuLUD he is in his merriest 
mood. He borrows his technique 
from the old farce writers, and pre- 
sents two eminently respectable men 
and two eminently sensible women 
on the very verge of a breach of 
respectability and good sense. To the 
women he leaves the task of re- 
establishing order and good form. 

OvEmiuiiED is one of the finest 
of the short plays. With a minimum 
of means Shaw has given an exhaus- 
tive study of one of the problems 
of the interrelation of the sexes, 
and has done so with a brilliancy 
not excelled in Man and Superman 
nor. in Candida.
